AN ex-soldier faces trial for the 
murder of a teenage boy shot 
dead in 1972 during the Northern 
Ireland Troubles. 

The veteran, identified only as Soldier 
B, is accused of lolling Daniel Hegarty, 15. 

The teenager was shot by a member of 
an Army patrol on duty in the Creggan 
area of Londonderry during what was 
known as Operation Motorman. 

Last year his family won the right to 
seek the prosecution when the High Court 
quashed a Public Prosecution Service 
decision not to bring criminal charges. 

Soldier B will also be charged with 
wounding with intent as Daniel's cousin 
Christopher Hegarty, 17, was also shot. 

An inquest in 2011 ruled that 
Daniel "posed no risk" and was shot

without warning as the Army moved into 
"no-go" areas. 

Stephen Herron, director of Northern 
Ireland's PPS, who met family members 
yesterday to tell them the news, said: 
"Daniel was a 15-year-old, full of life. 

"It has taken 47 years to get the State to 
do the right thing. We understand the 
criminal process must now be allowed to 
take its own course. 

"We will respect that in the same way 
we have respected the legal process that 
has brought us to this day. We wish Soldier 
B no ill will. We have not and do not seek 
revenge or retribution."

On one occasion Sgt Porter, a 
traffic patrol officer with Sussex 
Police, was allegedly uncontactable 
when she should have been availa¬ 
ble to attend a fatal road accident. 

She was said to have been 
chatting on the phone to her police 
lover at the time of the emergency. 

At the same time Chief Insp Leet 
- a married dad-of-four - was alleg¬ 
edly having a second affair with a 
domestic abuse victim he met in 
the course of his work. 

The woman said she felt she had 
been "groomed" by the officer dur¬ 
ing their 14-month relationship. 

Chief Insp Leet, who worked for 
Sussex Police for 22 years, denies 
gross misconduct. He quit the force 
last month and did not attend yes¬ 
terday's hearing. 

Sgt Porter also denies gross mis¬ 
conduct and neglecting her duties. 

Amy Clarke, for Sussex Police, 
told the hearing Chief Insp Leet 
and Sgt Porter had a clandestine 
affair between August 2015 and 
January 2017. 

She added: "We say the conduct 
of both individuals fell far below 
the standards expected of police 
officers." 

Sgt Porter, who has a daughter 
with her police officer ex-husband, 
could face the sack if the allegations 
are proven. The hearing continues.

£160-165 a tonne mark. 

"We've seen a bigger build-up in stocks than 
expected, particularly in the US."

■ by ALEXANDER BROWN 
BRITAIN’S High Street bloodbath claimed 
another victim yesterday with Monsoon 
Accessorize planning shop closures. 

The fashion chain is set to shut "dozens" of 
stores, putting hundreds of jobs at risk. 

It has now appointed Deloitte to prepare a 
Company Voluntary Arrangement. 

The firm has almost 270 branches in the UK, but 
has closed almost 40 in the last two years. 

In the year to August 2017, the company record¬ 
ed an operating loss of more than £10million. 

Founded in 1973, the brand is expected to shut 
its biggest shops first, as well as relocating or down¬ 
sizing others. 

A spokesman said: "The UK retail trading envi¬ 
ronment is tough and we 
are continuing to look at 
options to reduce our over¬ 
all costs as we restructure 
the business in the UK and 
internationally. 

"We are looking at 
options to accelerate these 
store closures." 

The move comes one 
week after Debenhams 
also took a CVA that will 
hit the company within a 
matter of weeks. 

It fell into administration 
after rejecting a new offer 
from tycoon Mike Ashley 
to pump £200m into the 
department store chain. 

Since 2018, almost 2,500 
stores vanished from 
Britain's 500 biggest High 
Streets, with nearly 85,000 
retail job losses.

KEVIN DE BRUYNE admits 
he thought Manchester City 
team-mate Raheem Sterling 
was a “bit of a d***head” 
before he got to know him. 

Sterling has emerged as one of City's 
most influential players with 21 goals 
and 16 assists this season as Pep 
Guardiola's side hunt down a quadruple 
haul of trophies. 

The England winger has been just as 
impressive off the pitch too, tackling the 
scourge of racism head-on with his 
articulate and forthright views to 
endorse his status as one of football's 
most inspiring role models. 

But City team-mate De Bruyne said 
he initially expected Sterling to be 
arrogant and flash - only to be proved 
completely wrong. 

"I'm a brutally honest person," said 
De Bruyne. "So I will let you in on a little 
secret. 

"Before I came to Manchester City, I 
didn't really know what to make of this 
Raheem Sterling guy. 

"I had never met him and from what 
I'd read about him, I thought he was 
going to be a very different character. 

"So I guess I thought he'd be, what do 
the English call it? A bit of a d***head, 
maybe?" 

The pair both joined City in the 
summer of 2015 in big-money deals, 
Sterling from Liverpool for £44m and 
De Bruyne from Wolfsburg for £55m. 

"Raheem and I have this strong 
connection, because we arrived at City 
around the same time, and there was a 
lot of negativity about us,” said De 
Bruyne. 

"They said I was 'the Chelsea reject! 
They said Raheem was this flashy guy 
who left Liverpool for money. They said 
we were difficult characters. 

"Then I got to City and I actually met 
Raheem and we'd talk a bit after 
training, and I thought, 'Wait, this guy

seems really cool? What's the story 
here?' 

"Over time, I got closer to Raheem, 
because our sons were born around the 
same time, so they would play together. 
I got to know Raheem and recognised 
what a smart and genuine person he is. 

"This is the real truth - Raheem is one 
of the nicest, most humble guys I've met 
in football." 

De Bruyne opened up in a revealing 
interview for the 'Players' Tribune,' 
reflecting on his early career and the 
journey that has led him to City and 


becoming one of the best players in the 
world. 

The Belgium midfielder, voted City's 
Player of the Year last season as 
Guardiola's side secured the title with a 
record 100-point haul, revealed Sterling 
also got the wrong impression of him 
when they met.

OLE GUNNAR SOLSKJAER 
knows he cannot count on 
romance alone to main¬ 
tain Manchester United’s 
Champions League love affair. 

United face Barcelona in the Nou 
Camp tonight needing a sensational win 
- even by their standards - to reach the 
semi-finals. 

They trail 1-0 from the first leg of the 
quarter-final and are long odds to 
produce another shock like the one 
they came up with to knock out 
Paris St-Germain in the pre¬ 
vious round. 

The return to one of the 
most famous stadiums in world football 
comes before next month's 20th anni¬ 
versary of United's most historic win.
